PRESENTATION OF THE ILLUSTRATED SPORTING 
NEWS’ BELT TO JEM MACE. 


It is now precisely twelve months ago since the Mace and Wor- 
mald match for the pugilistic belt of England fell to the ground, and 
we were, in fact, left without a champion. Tbe P.R. was in sad dis- 
repute, and black prophets predicted its speedy downfall in conse- 
quence of the scoundrelism by which it had been invaded. On 
the occasion to which we refer, however, we, in opposition to most 
of our sporting contemporaries, maintained the opinion that Jem 
Mace, at least, was blameless, and that he had conducted himself 
from the hour the match was made in a manly and straightforward 
manner. On three consecutive occasions he had been put to the 
trouble and expense of training only to find himself “sold” at the 
close of all his labours, The Champion's Belt then recurred to Bell’s 
Life, as Mace could not claim it without a fight, and fight he could 
not, for he could not ge!, anyone to come to the scratch. In the 
midst of this dilemma, Mace, however, found a friend in the pro- 
prietors of the Illustrated Sporting News, wio promptly stepped 
forward and offered to present a valuable belt to him at 
their own expense, bearing the insignia ‘Champion of Eng- 
land,” at the expiration of three months, provided no better 
man appeared in that interval capable of wresting it from him, 
Mace, however, had no desire to claim the trophy without a fight, 
and he shortly afterwards authorised us to state that he would fight 
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any manin the world for £200 a side and the old Champion’s belt, 
and as an inducement would throw in the Illustrated Sporting News 
Belt; or he would box any man breathing for the latter trophy 
without any stake atall. The next communication we had upon the 
subject was from Jesse Hatton, who proposed that we should allow 
Iles and O’ Baldwin to fight for the belt and 100 sovs, and that Mace 
should meet the winner for the trophy. This we most emphatically 
declined to do, as neither of these men had the slightest pretensions 
to the Championship in preference to Mace. The question then 
arose who was to be the next Champion? Time went on until 
at length Joe Goss threw down the gauntlet to contend with 
Mace for the Champicnsbip, the Champion Belt, and £200 a side. 
The rest is well-known, and is no doubt fresh in the minds 
of all supporters of the Prize Ring. How ‘the two 
gladiators met in May last and went through a sham performance 
that utterly disgusted all the admirers and supporters of the P.R., 
until at length, stung by the taunts of the press, they foundit absolutely 
necessary, in order to redeem their characters as pugilists, to makea new 
match and go at it inright earnest. As we were foremost in denounc- 
ing what we termed the ‘‘sham” Sght of May, we did not hesitate to 
do every justice to the men after their last gallant encounter. This 
last was a fight, not for the Championship nor the Champiou’s Belt,nor 
yet for the belt offered by theJ/lustrated Sporting:News. But we readily 
acknowledge that it was a battle in which Mace displayed all the 
best qualities of a pugilist, and which therefore fully entitles him to 
the trophy we had pledged ourselves to present him with. Since the 
day we offered it, Mace has been open to all comers, and although 
he cannot claim the Champions Belt without a fight, nobody will deny 
that he has a right to be considered the best pugilist in England or 
the world. 

We have found it necessary to make this explanation, as some 
misunderstanding evidently existed upon the subject. In reply to 
the communication which appeared on Saturday last in the Sporting 
Life and the Sportsman from Jessie Hattun, to the effect that the 
Illustrated Sporting News’ Belt was an ‘‘ imaginary” one, and that it 
never would be presented, we have only to say that the trophy is 
daily to be seen in the window of our office. We need not say more ; 
especially as one of the papers into which Jessie Hatton's production 
found its way has had the courtesy to publish an emphatic contra- 
diction, from us, of his unwarrantable statements. 

The time and place for the presentation to Jem Mace of the 
Illustrated Sporting News’ Belt has not yet been fixed upon, but all 
particulars will be announced by us in a future number. 


THE PAST AND THE FUTURE. 


The settling upon the Leger has passed over much more satisfac: 
torily than we ever expected it would ; but, probably, after all, this 
is owing to the scratching of Rustic at the eleventh hour, forthe- 
aristocratic element of the Ring wanted some extrication from an un 
pleasant (in fact, from a very degrading) dilemma, ‘The various 
little meetings of the week, at Brecon, Monmouth, Richmond, 
Hampton, and elsewhere, have been prolific of sport ; and the full 
returns of the results are given elsewhere.

The mortality occasioned by the famine con- 
tinues to be frightful, - A correspondent of the Englishman, who has made a 
tour of the Mofussil, sends a narrative of suffering aud death which has rarely 
been paralleled even in the history of such calamities. In four villages which 
he visited there were notten houses that did not contain one or more dead 
bodies.

A Naw Swinpir'—A case is now being investigated at the Guild- 
hall, which differs from the general run of cases at police courts, inas- 
much as it possesees the element of novelty, and this is something to be 
said, when almost every possible swindling dodge has been exposed.

He was asked to say whether he wag guilty or not guilty of that 
crime. Tho prisoner, in ® firm and composed tone of voice, replied, 
“T amnot guilty.” He was then removed, 

Mary Butcher, aged thirty-five, was indicted for the wilfal murder 
of her two children. The prisoner was a married woman, and during 
the absence of her husband she appeared to have deliberately de- 
stroyed the lives of her two children by drowning them in a tub of 
water in her bedroom. She then threw herself head foremost into & 
tub of water in the yard, and was only rescued: just.in time to save 
her life. There did not appear to be the slightest doubt, from the 
circumstances under which the dreadful acts were committed av her 
subsequent conduct, that the prisoner was not in such a condition of 
mind as to render her criminally responsible, and when she was now 
placed at the bar she appeared to be utterly unconscious of all that was 
taking place. After hearing evidence the jury returned a verdict that 
the prisoner was now of unsound mind, and unfit to plead, and the 
learned judge ordered that she should be kept in safe custody until 
she should be in a condition of mind to take her trial.

following mornivg (the 25th) a boat twelve miles out at sea to the 
north-east was discovered by the signalman at the Palaco Tower. 
Her Majesty’s steamer Hoarty started in pursuit about a quarter to 
ten a.m., and at that time the boat was reported from the Palace Tower 
to be thirteea miles off, and procoeding in the direction, of Sioily, Afrer 
steaming out to sea about 14 miles, nothing was thon in sight fromthe 
deck except a Maltese fishing boat. A man was sent to the masthead, 
and shortly afterwards he deseried a boat'with a gail making forthe north- 
east. ‘his was evidently the object of the search. ‘On coming up 
with the boat it was found to contain two men of the 8th Regtment. 
One was a fine young soldier-like looking fellow of about 24, the other 
appeared to be rather a rough specimen of a native of “ Erin’s Isle.” 
The boat was going at tho rato of about two knots the hour. They had 


two regimental sheets sewn together. The rudder did not belong to 
the boat, and was go small that it S8carcely touched the water. ~All the 
provisions they had with them were three loaves of bread and a stone 
bottle of wine, but no water. ‘They looked dreadfully surprised and 
dissppointed at. being captured. Jt ig fortunate. for them, however, 
that they were taken, as they ran great chance of being: starved to 
death-or lostin their frail barque. The boat belonged sto ‘the 29th 
Regiment, at’ Ricasoli, and the rudder and’ oars were ‘taken’ from 
another boat, the’ property of a’ civilian nim-d! Vincedzo Vella, at 
Calara Creck, above mentioned. I'he latter boat was afterwards found 
outside the, Great Harbour abandoned, The o‘her.four men (two of 
the 29th and two of tho 100th) nave not. turned ap, and. two others-of

THE. STORY:OF: THE WRECK.OF. THEN ETHERBY, 
DreEaprut SUFFERINGS ‘oF PAssENGERS AND Crew. : 
The ship Netherby, 120 -tona,»belonging: tothe Black. Ball Lino, 


from London for Brisbane, with 452 Goveroment emigrants on board, 
and also a large cargo of railway iron, was wrecked on. the night.of 
the 14th of July onthe coast of King’s Island. Tbe ship had arrived 
almost at her.destination, after a-very favourable voyag¢, having 
reached the Straits, but the weather for some days previously had been 
of such @ character that no observations could ba obtained. At 
half-past, seven p,m., while the ship, was. going about five knots -an 
hour, land was seen, but so close that. in-less thin three minutes from 
the time when the first sign of danger was observed, the Netherby 
struck: on the rocks in Fit-maurica Bay, on the western shore of 
King’s Island, almost at its extreme southern eud, and about thirty- 
five miles from the lighthouse, After the ship struck on_th6 rocks, 
finding the water gaining on the vessel, the captain set all hands to 
work to get up stores from the hold, but before much had been done 
in this way the lower decks were flooded, and at last the onl y thing to 
do was to wait for the day. The night was passed in great suspense, 
Tho goneral exp ctation was that the ship could not live it out, but 
there was no confusion. Sunday morning breaking found them still 
safe, and the fog lifting, showed them the shore about a quarter of 4 
mile distant. von then their look-ont. was awful, for with sunken 
rocks, breakers, lines of surf, and a rugged, inhospitable shore before 
them, the aspect of affairs remained itiminently dangerous, ‘The ship 
had five boats, but one broke up before it could be used, aud two 
others. were smash d before all were landed, for the weather became 
stormy. The getting on shore was at last: achieved by fastening a 
line to the land and working the boats along it like a ferry-boat 
rupning on a wire. Even then the boats could not be taken further 
than the outside of the lines of surf, 80 the passengers had either to 
wade waist deep to tlie shore or to be carried thither. It was ‘raining, 
too, and when, after many hours, the nesrly 500 souls on buard reached 
the land, they were in a wretched plight. ‘Uhe ship. was almost 
under water, but many things floated ashore, to their comfort, Among 
other matters were some sails, and these "furnished tents. - But the 
greater number of persens shéltered themselves” beneath such 
impromptu miamias as they could manufacture out ot the ‘thick 
scrub,,.The . worst. they had to endure, were the cold nights 
nd.’ the .short -provisions, . although. about..25 — barrels. of 

our, oatmeal, and biscuit floated “ashore, but these, though 
injured, were the staple mens ‘of subsistence, eked: out by a few 
walleby, &c., which were caught. There would have boon more, ~but 
thongh guns were plentiful, powder. was scarce. . Ono boat remained 
serviceable, and. the captain managed to pay visits to the wreck, when 
‘all-in the way of stores that could be reached was thrown overboard, 
that they might. be washed on shore. It was thus that somo cases of 
preserved moat, wine, and’ beer, ‘and some passengers’ luggagé wore 
recsvered, Tho meat, which provided but a’ short allowance, was 


unainly kept for tho women and children, and served out in daily Ab’ 


rations. At first the diily allowance was 3lb. of flour or. oatmeal to 


each person; but later it was increased to 4lb. Unless more had been got, 
fioni the :wreck, this would have lasted but a short whild, forjust before’ 


relief-arrived-it way found that the remaining flour was in great part 
damp and useless, , Luckily good water was fuund a mile and a half 
from shore, It w4a in this miserable} ight that. the poor people waited 
fur succour, Captain, Owen and. his o.ticers doing all thoy could, and 
Dr. Webster, the ship's doctor, never. ceasing bis. attentions of care 
for the general health. Happily, there was no sickness, and the onl 

remarkable event was a birth, one of the female emigrants (Mra. 
Oubblus) boing brought to bed of a gin in this détolate spot. ‘After 
a wock's oxpisure the shipwrecked people were gladdened by the sight 
of her Majesty's steamer Victoria ‘coming to their succour, One of 
the ,Netheroy’s crew tho day after the wreck volunteered: to make ;for. 
the lighthouse at the further ond of the island—a most difficult task. 
He however succoeded in reaching it, where he procured a whale-boat, 
aid with twoothers pulled off for Barwon Heads, ‘hia théy luckily; 
reached, and by‘ this means reached Geslony, “where the Victoria arid 
the Pharos stcam-rs were at onca despatchad to. the scene of the wreck. 


As soon as th» Victoria aud Pharog liad anchored, all, boats were at

AN AWFUL. SCENE IN DEMERARA, 


On Saturday, August 11th, the prison-yard’ of Georgetown, De- 
merara,' wus the scene of an awful spestacie. hires Chisess and an 
East Indian coolio were executed, shortly after twelve o'clock on that 
day, for marder. _Lamsap ng had stabbed a negro in Charlestown on 
the 8th of June,, Ho-a-hung murdered another Chinese, named. Lio-a- 
hoy, at Piantasion Wales on the 30th February; by runniog him 
completely through the body with a cutlass, apparently without pro- 
vocation, Ho Yeth-Hoy, at Plantation Blankenburg, inflicted fourteen 
dreadful wounds. ona Woman with whom hé had been living. Five 
of the woucds were so serious thit any one of them must have caused 
death, Tho East Indian Soodeen had: a quarrel with obe of his own 
countrymen, named Bhoyrud, end afterwards, while the latter was 
asleép he inflicted such fearful wounds on the unfortunate man_ that 
be died. The four prisoners wero tried at the last session of. the 
Supreme Criminal Court, and the jury had little hesitation in any of 
the cases ia finding the accused guilty, The caso of the first-mentioned 
prisoner had excited muck sympathy, 1t was’ believed that he had 
received more prvvocation than appeared on the trial, and the remark- 
able mildness of the prisoner’s countenance, as well ag, his 
previous good conduct, certainly strengthened the supposition thst, 
uless he had been seriously provoked, he would not. have 
beén. guilty’ of the crime for which he was tried. An effort 
was made to have him reprieved; and the same ws’ done 
in tho case of, one of the other prisoners, but the Lieutenant. 
Governor did not think fit to exercise the prerog itive of mercy. ‘The 


prisoners had been regularly attended by several clergymen since their, 


committal, and were baptised on the day preceding their execation. 
Mr. O-'Tye-Kim, Chinese missionary, and Mr, Bhose, missionary to 
the Indian emigrants, were most zealous iu their exertions for the 
conversion of the unfortunate men, Just as the prison bell tilled 


left Malta at three o'clock that morning. Their sail was formed of | 
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twelve the prisoners, preceded by the Rev. Mr. Tanner, walked to the 
scaffold, which had ‘to bo enlarged for the awful occasion: They were: 
pinioned on the drop, and the coolie and one vf the Chinese addressed 
the assembled crowd, who were mostly Asiatios, exhorting them to 
acquire a knowledge of the saving truths of Christianity, to avoid the: 
fate which their countrymen were now about to ‘undergo, and not to 
take advantage of their strength, ‘All the prisone:s confessed their’ 
ctimes and admitted the justice’ of! the sentences. At twenty-two 
minutes past twelve the fatal bolt’ was drawn; but the drop fell only: 
about two inches, and all the executioner could do was. not enough’ to 
move it from its position, ‘hus uéatly two minutes of sickening sus=' 
pense followed. Some convicts ran under thé gallows, pulled away'the 
bolt, and in another instant thtee of the men were in eteruity.*° Lam-=' 
sap-ng struggled for perhaps a'couple of minutes, ‘during which ‘his 
breathing could be heard: at some: distance from ‘thé gallows.” ‘Tho 
bodies hung for an hour, when they were cut down; and placed’ im’ 
coffins of unpainted deal, which had been lyin g side by side at:the foot 
of the gallows. Tho bodies wére taken away in carts to 'the:cemetary: 
in the suburbs of the city, where they were interred. °° A ‘strong’ 
opiuion seems 'to prevail here that’ capital punishment, at least as re- 
gards the Asiatic immigrants, ought to’ be abolished.— The Colonist: >
